NOTED FINANCIERS INVOLVED. 


Cashier Allison Driven to Death by 
Fear of Exposure Confessed All, 
Explaining Every Detail 
of the Frauds.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Startling charges 
of frauds in the management of jhe Trad- 
ers’ Fire Insurance C6. of New York, are 
made by Chief Insurance Examiner Van- 
derpoe!l, 

Sworn statements made by President 
Williang A. Halsey and Secretary Theodore 
Sutro are declared -to be grossly false in 
every essential particular. 

In fact it is charged that every statement 
made to the insurance bureau since the 
formation of the company has been fraud 
ulent. The actual capitalization said to 
have been falsely stated. Cash balances are 
said to have been padded from $1000 to $25,- 
000 as occasion required. Liabilities have 
been cut down all the way from $40,000 to 
$100,000 in these statements whenever de- 
sired. 

Involved in the charges all 
ficers and directors, among them Gen. 
Tracy ex-Gov. and Vice-President Levi P. 
Morton, Edwin and Howard Gould, John 
Jacob Astor, Sepator Depew and ex-Senator 
Warner Miller.

Certified copies of all the documents have | 


been forwarded by State Superintendent ot 
Insurance Hendricks District Attorney 
Gardiner, that criminal proceedings may be 
begun. 

Cashier Allison who died last Saturday— 
driven to his grave by fear of exposure, it 
is said—confessed the frauds explaining in 
detail the operation. 

Hie wife says he told her of the frauds anda 
mamed the man who perpetrated most of 
them. She will aid the district attorney as 
thereby she hopes to clear the name of her 
husband from all possible stain. 

Statements are made that the directors 
profited individually by many thousand 
dollars at the company's expense, while 
15,000 or 20,000 creditors may only get 5 per 
cent of their claims. 

How the Fraud 
Was Discovered. 

Under date of Aug. 8, 1900, Superintendent 
Henricks referred a preliminary report on 
this company to thé attorney-general, and 
that official, on the strength of such re- 
port, made application to the courts for the 
appointment of a receiver. 

Harry A. Hanbury of Ne 
pointed to act in that capacity. At the 
time of referring the preliminary report 
nbove mentioned, the attorney-general was 
advised by the superintendent of insurance 
that the department would make a further 
examination into the company's affairs. 
primarily for the purpose of verifying the 
correctness of its annual statement for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 189). 

Such an examination was completed un- 
der date of Sept.®21, from which is shown 
the following discrepancies between such 
Statement and the findings of the depart- 
ment examiner. 

The result discloses the fact that the 
Statement of Dec. 2] last, as sworn to by 
William A. Halsey, president, and Theo- 
Gore Sutro, secretary, was grossly false in 
every essential particular. The cash re- 
turned as being in bank the close of 
December, the statement ives at $4,679 
This sum was in excess of the true balance 
in bank.

The amount due the company on 
Oo! gross premiums in course of collection 
on policies issued within three months of 
December 31 was given in the company's 
annual statement at $123.795. The true 
amount of this item is shown to be $84,895 

In reporting its linbilitles. the company 
gave as being the amount of the outstand- 
ing losses December 31. $4,811 on account of 
net losses and claims unpatd. The net 
losees outstanding were $87,340. Unearned 

remium fund was reported to be $79.122 on 

lecember 31 It is found that this item 
was $190,067 The sum stated as due 
reinsurance. e3770 le erroneous. The amount 
actually due wee $20,730. 
Capitai Found to Be 

Impaired 100 Per Cent. 

Summing up the company's condition as 
of December 31 last, it appeared that they 
were in possession of total assets amount- 
ing to $327,437. Total liabilities, except capl- 
tal, $026.2%. Capital stock paid in $200,000, 
Aggicgeate abilities, $526,256. Impairment 
of capital, $198,519. 

Thus it wili be seen that instead of hay- 
ing an unimpaired capital of $200,000 and a 
surpias over capital and all other liabilities 
amounting to $10,518, as reported, on De- 
comber 31, 1899. the company's capital was 
impatred to the extent of about lw per cent 
ot the same.

York was formed in February, iso8 with a 
cupital stock of $200,000, Most of the direc- 
tors of the Company had beer underwriters 
at Traders’ Fire Lioyds, which had operated 
since 1892 under a so-called Parsons char- 
ter.

Whitlock saw Penn first and started for 
him. Penn apparently did not wish to 
fight, for he turned and ran. He passed 
out of the smoker and into the baggage 
Passengers followed them, de- 
riding Penn and calling out to him: 

“Why don’t you fight?” 

As they neared the forward end of the 
baggage car Whitlock fired. Then Penn

Whitlock and Penn have both been prom- 
inent In this section of Kentucky for years 
As stated, the trouble started two years 
ago over a matter so trivial that the re 
maining principal does not remember it 
Penn suffered first. Within a week after 
the first difficulty Whitlock shot him 
through the shoulder from behind a tree 
Two months later Penn shot Whitlock 
the leg. Their meeting on the 
train was the rubber and Penn won out. 

“I did not want to fight,”’ Penn told the 
passengers after the battle. “The whole 
trouble arose over something of so little 
importance that

JURY OUT 33 °#®MINUTES. 


|HOWARD HEARD THE VERDICT 


WITHOUT SLIGHTEST EMOTION. 


Is Now Under Indictment in Clay 
County, Ky., for Killing One 


of the Baker Family. 
FRANKFORT, Ky., Sept. 26.—The jury in 
the case of James Howard, on trial for al- 
leged conspiracy in the assassination of 
Gov. Goebel, this morning returned a ver- 
dict of guilty with the penalty fixed at 
death. 

The jury retired at 9:10 and returned with 
its verdict a. 9:43. The courtroom was 
crowded with spectators. Foreman Crutcher 
of the jury passed the written verdict up 
to the clerk. Deputy Clerk Elliott read the 
verdict, which found the defendan. guilty 
and affixed his punishment at death. 

Howard occupied a seat by his attorney. 
He did not display the least agitation and 
was apparently unconcerned. 

The verdict was a surprise as the 
eral public were led to believe that 
jury was divided on the question of the 
guilt or innocence of the defendant. {t 
aeveloped that the delay in reaching a ver- 
dict was over the degree of punishment, 
some of the jurors favoring the life im- 
prisonment while others stood out for the 
death penalty and finally won their asso- 
cilates over. 

One of ths jurors after the jury had been 
discharged, stated to the Associated Press 
that a number of ballots were taken, but 
in an unanimous 
After that, 
the ballots were as to the degree of pun- 
ishment and on the ballots ten members 
voted fur the death penalty while two voted 
for life imprisonment. This was while the 
jurors were in,the jury room yesterday art- 
ternoon. The first bullot to-day resulted 
in a verdict. The two jurors who had voted 
for life imprisonment gave in to the ma- 
jority and voted for the death penalty. 

After the verdict had been 
Howard was remanded to jail where he 
was followed by his bosom friend, John 
G. White, who seemed almost paralyzed by 
the verdict. hHioward's gheena also 
blanched as he stood up to accompany the 
jailor back to his cell) The jury which 
tried the case was divided politically, nine 
Democrats, one Republican: and two antli- 
Goebel Democrats. 

‘Jim'' Howard has been a prime factor 
in the famous Howard-Baker feud in Ciay 
County, Ky. At present he is under in lic t- 
ment in that county for killing one the 
Bakers. He has always been looKed upon as

HAZLETON, Pa., Sept. 26.—If it is liberty 
the victims of the coal trust are fighting 
for, the outlook is none too encouraging. 
judging from what I heard and saw to- 
day. 

“We will Hsten to the men’s grievances. 
We may, in time, yleld to their demands— 
on important things, but we must remain 
their masters.”’ 

This was, in substance, what John 
Markle, the oldest, richest and most power- 
ful member of the firm of G. B. Markle & 
Co, said to me today. 

Mr. Markle, as everybody knows, has the 
reputation of being an exceptionally reason- 
able and generous employer. It was Mr. 
Markle who proposed arbitration. It was 
Mr. Markle who did consent to listen to his 
men's grievances. 

But Mr. Markle is just as unwilling as is 
any other operator to conceae to these men 
the right of individual liberty. 

Mr. John Markle has several million dol- 
lars. In addition to his mining interests, 
he is president of a bank in Hazleton and 
has an interest in the traction company of 
which his brother, Alvan, is president. Both 
own large estates in Hazleton and country 
homes outside. 


Mr. Markle’s 
Cheerful Way. 

I found Mr. Markle in his handsomely ap- 
pointed private office as if the strike were 
netting him money that very minute. He 
is an animated little man, with a slight 
lisp, and he spoke of his employes as if they 
were just so many misguided. babies still 
under nursery discipline and unpresentable 
to strangers. 

Mr. Markle has been admirably success- 
ful in bringing the feudal idea up to date. 
But his relations with his miners is none 
the less medieva! in essence. It is impossi- 
ble not to believe that he enjoys the knowl- 
edge that thousands of men are dependent 
on him for every breath they draw. 

“Why do you decline to recognize the 
union, Mr. Markle?’ I asked him after he 
had explained to me how unkindly the 
union leaders had treated his suggestion to 
arbitrate, and how Utopian has been the 
condition of his tenants and employes. 

“You say that you are anxious to put an 
end to the situation. Why will you not 
recognize the union?” 

“Because we have a contract with our 
men to settle all disagreements by arbitra- 
tion, and becAuse the union is not only med- 
dlesome but too insignificant to deserve 
recognition. 

“The union!’’ concluded Mr. Markle, con- 
temptuously. “Ask the public what it 
thinks of the unton.

Mew York Authorities, on Complaint 
of Bank, Find the Body Full of 
Embalming Fluid Prepara- 
tory to Cremation. 
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THE CAREER OF 
WILLIAM M. RICE. 


William Marsh Rice was a Texas pioneer. 
He settied in Houston after the battle of 
San Jacinto, in 1836, and engaged in mer- 
cantile pursuits, in which he amassed a 
fortune. He was one of the projectors and 
builders ef the Houston & Texas Central 
Railroad, and at one time be practically 
controlled the Fast & West Texas Ral!road. 

Mr. Rice was twice married. His first 
wife, who was a Miss Burtrom of Houston, 
died in 1867. His second wife was a Miss 
Browu of California. She died in 1896. 

Mr. Rice contested her will, and the litiga- 
tion, which involves property worth $1,500, - 
000, is still in progresa. lawyer Patrick 
was counsel for the heirs under the will of 
the second Mrs. Rice, but abandoned the case 
about @ year ago to enter the employ of Mr. 
Rica. 

Mr. Rice came North in 188%, and did an 
extensive business for a time in Wall street, 
his specialties being Texas securities. 
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NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The coroner, the 
police and the district attorney are making 
a searching investigation in an attempt to 
unravel the mystery that surrounds the 
death of William Marsh Rice of Houston, 
Tex. 

Mr. Rice, who 1s said to be eight times 
a millionaire, and who, for years, has been 
a leading figure in the commercial affairs 
of his state, died in New York Sunday 
night. The body was to have been cre- 
mated yesterday, but circumstances de- 
veloped which led the strong hand of the 
law to step in and stay this final and 
evidence-destroying disposition of the body 


of the dead man. 

The body was taken to the crematory at 
Fresh Pond to-day and incinerated. 

Prof. R. A. Withaus, chemist, will an- 
alyze the contents of the organs taken from 
the bod Dr. A. Burney Cannon, superin- 
tendent of the Bellevue Dispensary said 
to-day that embalming fluid injected into 
the body after death at once destroys every 
trace of any vegetable poison which may 
be in the body. 

Chief of Detectives McClusky said he had 
no reason to believe that Rice’s death was 
the result of murder or did he believe that 
there was any forgery connected with the 
case, 


Check Presented 

After His Death. 

This activity of the authorities was the 
result of information received from 8S. M. 
Swenson & Sons, bankers, of No. 15 Wall 
street. The firm had received a check for 
$25,000, drawn by Mr. Rice to the order 
of Albert T. Patrick, the millionaire’s at- 
torney. 

This check was presented Monday morn- 


ing, only a few hours after the death of 
Mr. Rice. The bankers called up Mr. Rice's 
residence at No. 600 Madison avenue, on the 
telephone, where his attendant replied, in 
answer to their inquiries, that the signa- 
ture was all right. 

The banker's clerk asked to talk with 
Mr. Rice personally, as there was a ques- 
tion about the signature. The attendant 
said that his employer was very deaf and 
heard with difficulty over the telephone. 
Then, after a pause, the attendant tele- 
phoned that Mr. Rice was dead. 


Drew Check 
for $355,000. 

It was afterwards learned that the $23,000 
check was the first of a series -of four 
drawn by Mr. Rice the day before his death 
to the order of Mr. Patrick. There was an- 
other check for $60,000, drawn upon 8. M. 


Bwenson & Sons, and two checks for $135.4 
000 each, drawn upon the Fifth Avenue 
Trust Co. 

The eutopsy at the morgue today showed 
that the body had been saturated with em- 
balming fluid, although Mr. Rice had ex- 
yressly requested that this be not done. He 

ad wanted to be cremated, and the police 
have a letter written by him to Mr. Patrick 
embodying such a request. 

The autopsy today was inconclusive and 
it remains for the chemical examination to 
determine definitely the cause of death. 

Mr. Rice was 8 years old. He lived in an 
apartment house at 500 Madison avenue. 
lie was a’widower and his life was much 
that of ® recluse. 

Mr. Patrick later in the day called upon 
the bat.kers and showed them an assign- 

ent of all Mr. Rice's money, stocks and 
onds to him. The bankers still declined to 
pay the money and reported to the coroner 
and also to the district attorney that the 
death of Mr. Rice should be officially in- 
vestigated. A similar request came to the 
authoctties from Mr. Rice's brother, who 1s’ 
on his way to this city f Texas.

the Lawyer. 
Patrick made this statement to a reporter: 
“I Have known Mr. Rice for about 11 
years, but | have been associated with him 


as ‘egal adviser only for about nine months. 
On Sept. 21 he made an assignment to me 
of his entire account with 8S. M. Swen- 
son & Bons | took the assignment as a 
precaution, anticipating his death, and that, 
for tne settlement of his estate, it would 
be well te have it 

“On Saturday, the day before his death, 
Mr. Rice sent me four checks. One was 
for $65,000 and another for £25,000 on Swen- 
eon & Sons. l presented the $25,000 check 
on Monday for certification, not payment. 
The law in regard to checks when the per- 
fon draws them is dead ts that death 
is a revocation But a certification made 
without notice of death ts good. They would 
not certify the check and called up Mr. 
Jones, Mr. Rice's confidential clerk, by tel- 
ephone. He was perfectly Tight in not tell- 
ing them Mr. Rice was dead until I had 
eo instructed him. Mr. Jones informed me 
of the situation and I instructed him to 
tell the Bwensons of Mr. Rice's death. Sub- 
Requentiy T tried to talk to the Swensons 
over the telephone about the matter, but 
they refused to listen to me." 
Mr. Patrick said the action 
& Sons was prompted by) 
Rice's death he said he agreed with the 
attendine physician, Dr. Curry. Mr. Rice. 
he added, had also worrted of late over 
heavy losses in Galveston, as a result of 
the flood. 

The secretary, Jones, said last night that 
although Mr. Rice had lost heavily by 
the Houston fire and later by the Galveston 
00d, he still owned immense properties in 

exas. The secretary estimated the value 
of the estate at $8.000.000. Mr. Rice had 
no chiidren. and it is understood that his 
property will go to a nephew, who arrived 
cos today from Connecticut to attend the 
funeral. Lawyer Patrick is an executor of 
the will and is alse a beneficiary.

CONTRACTED MORPHINE HABIT. 


‘FINED IN THE POLICE COURT AS 
AN IDLER. 


Weak and Emaciated the Doctor’s Ap- 
pearance in Court Attracted 
General Attention and 
Sympathy. 


Dr. Thomas Roberts, once a successful 
practitioner in Chicago and Milwuukee. 
| was convicted of vagrancy in the City Hall 
| Police Court Wednesday and to 
the workhouse for 50 days. 

Roberts is a victim of the norphine hat- 
it. Hie was arrested at Sixth and “St. 
Charles streets, while trving to self-admin- 
ister an injection of the drug. The man 
was so weak he had to be assisted ipto the 
patrol wagon. He was pitifully saliow and 
,}emaciated as he walked to the witness 
stand in court. His voice was thin and he 
frequently paused in relating his story. 

Roberts was educated in the East. 
came of a good family in Chicago, 
opened ‘an office in that city. In 
he had established an extensive clientele 
and had amassed a fortune. St. Louis ac- 
quaintances assert he was worth $100,009. 

Two years ago he became addicted to 
morphine. A separation from his wife anc 
child followed, and then the loss of his 
practice. He underwent treatment in vari- 
ous hospitals without a permanent cure. 


Once when he had discontinued the drug 
for an unusual period he met with a rail- 
road accident in Kansas and was treated 
in a Kansas City hospital for his injuries. 
The surgeon in charge administered mor- 
phine, notwithstanding Roberts’ protest, 
and then his pleadings and prayers. He 
7am this surgeon for his present posi- 
tion. 

Roberts, who is a Knight Templar, is 
well known in St. Louis, several gentlemen 
in court having a slight acquaintance with 
him, and describe him in the past as a man 
ultra-fashionable in his attire and deport- 
ment. Wednensday morning he was in the 
conventional garb of a beggar, with his hair 
illy cut and his beard unkempt. The only 
trace of refinement discernible was in the 
man's language. 

During all his trouble he has not been al- 
together forsaken by his friends, and since 
his arrival here has received remittances 
from Chicago. His wife is dead and his 
daughter is with relatives in the latter 
city. He pleaded with Judge Sidener for 
his discharge, urging his desire to enter 
the sanitarium at Kankakee, Ill. He was 
fined $20.

JUDGE 8. F. TOMPKINS DEAD 


Fifty Years.

Judge Benjamin F. Tompkins, for more 
than half a century prominent in legal 
and political circles in Missouri, died at the 
residence of his son-in-law, C. B. Shaw, in 
Woodlawn, early Wednesday morning at 
the age of 8% years. 

Death resulted from internal injuries suf-: 
fered in a fall a week ago last Sunday 
morning. Up to that time the deceased 
had been in good health. In rising from 


a chair in the hall at his son-in-law’s home 
in Woodlawn, he slipped and fell to the 
floor.

The deceased leaves an aged wife and 
three children. The children are William 
M. Tompkins, who is connected with the 
Excise Commissioner's office in St. Louis; 
Arthur C. Tompkins of Billings, Mont.; 
and Mrs. C. B. Shaw of Woodlawn. 

Logan Tompkins, of the State National 
Bank, and Cornelius Tompkins, formerly 
secretary of the t’nion Trust company, are 
nephews of the deceased. The remains will 
be taken to Boonville Wednesday night. 
The funeral and the interment will take 
place there Thursday afternoon.

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WORK AND REST. 


An international Sunday rest congress will be held at the 
Paris Exposition Oct. 9-12. 

This congress will not be under the auspices of any relig- 
fous or denominational body. The members will be profes- 
sional men, clergymen, men of affairs and public servants of 
high rank from all parts of the civilized world. 

The object is to discuss the question of rest as a physiologi- 
eal and commercial necessity, and the bearing of such need 
upon Sunday observance. 

The subject is worth more attention thasit has received. In 
there buey, active times when men are bent on “getting on,” 
work ts emphasized as the paramount duty. But work can 
be effective oniy when it is done In the love of it. When {+

Men need relaxation. They must have periods of rest, with- 
out thought of work. If on no other account a rest day is a 
physiological necessity. He who would succeed must work.

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NOT A GOOD DEFENSE. 


The police authorities plead that it is impossible to secure 
the co-operation of the law officers and police courts in the 
effort to suppress gambling. They say that the gamblers 
arrested are not prosecuted. 

The excuse cannot be accepted as a satisfactory defense 
of the Police Department. It is merely a condemnation of 
other departments concerned in the enforcement of the law. 

Has the Police Department done its full duty? That is 
the only question which concerns the police authorities and 
affects public judgment on the Police Department's work. 

Why are the big gamblers unmolested by the police? 

Why are so few raids made on any gambling places? 

Why are.so many gambling slot machines overlooked by 
the police? 

These are the questions vital to judgment of the Police De- 
partment’s work. 

The police authorities can put a stop to professional gam- 
bling in St. Louls whenever they determine to do so and use 
the proper methods to that end. 

When the police raid every gambling place in town every 
time it opens; when they destroy all the gambling parapher- 
nalia that falls into their hands, gambling will cease. 

The police can close every gambling place by determined 
raiding; they can run every professional gambler out of 
town. 

Until the police show an honest determination to suppress 
gainbling and use all their powers for this purpose the per- 
tinent question will continue to be: 

What is the influence that protects the gamblers?

Final Collapse Hastened by the Portu- 
guese—Guns and Munitions of 
War Broken Up. 


LORENZO MARQUES, Sept. 26.—The ena 
of the Boer Republic has come. The fighting 
for liberty is practically at an end. 

By dint of hard riding from Barberton a 
correspondent overtook first Gen. Ian 
Hamilton's division, then that of Gen. Pole- 
Carew, and finally entered Komatipoort. Not 
a shot was fired nor was a Boer seen during 
the march, 

Evidence of the enemy's destructiveness 
was everywhere to be seen. The bridges 
had been dynamited, the stores, buildings 
and homesteads looted and burned, as had 
been also the railway property, al! the chief 
stations being mere masses of smoking 
ruins, among them Keap Muilden, Hector- 
eprult and Komatipoort. At the last place 
there is an enormous area over which the 
Boers have wrought destruction. 


The devastation includes hundreds of 
wagons, trucks, and carriages which have 
n burned, together with all kinds of 
stores of clothing, ammunition, forage and 
provisions, such as sugar, coffee, rice, flour 
and stationery. Thousands of tons, indeed, 
are still burning. 

Gen. Pole-Carew has secured hundreds of 
locomotives. The whole of the Selati Rail- 
way line is simply blocked with rolling 
atock. 

On my way from Barberton, I saw at 
Hectorspruit the burst Boer guns and the 
destroyed stores. 

In the Crocodile river there were visible 
literally acres of damaged gun ammuni- 
tion, Wagons, dynamite detonators and war 
stores of every surt and description. 

At Komatipoort there were, besides the 
burning stores, hundreds of tons of ammu- 
nition—all kinds of caps, gunpowder and 
other explosives, and ready-fused shells for 

uns, from the pom-pom to the six-inch, 
roken rifles and cannon. The enemy had 
left standing many tents. The great waste 
in the effects of the Boers as evident, 
Trunks, furniture, provisions, clothing and 
Other articles were lying about 
every direction. In the rocky bed of 
tumbling, foaming river were yet more 
enormous quantities of stores, ammunil- 
tion, tCannon and food stuffs.

THE PRIZE. 


BILL CLARK TELLS HOW THEY 
RUN THINGS IN THE 
OLDEN TIME. 


IT WAS ROUGH AND TUMBLE. 


The Professor Relates His Experience 
on the Occasion of His New 
York Opening. 


Prof. William Clark sat in Faust’s the 
other night and talked of fighters and 
fighting. 

The professor, some say, lived before 
the flood, and his bald head and gray 
whiskers would lead one to believe that 
there is much 


truth in the statement con- 
cerning his age. g 

Who then should be better able to speak 
of fighters, past and present, more intelll- 
gently than the professor. 

“In my young days,’’ said Prof. Clark, 
“rough-and-tumble fighting was the thing, 
and when there was a fight someone got 
hurt. But, for all that, I don’t belleve in 
this rough-and-tumble business. 

“In fact to my mind rough-and-tumbleo 
fighting is nature’s worst invention, and 
the rough-and-tumble fighter is _ over- 
charged with an explosive that biows 
everybody up but himself. 

“] have known a great many, good, bad 
and indifferent, and the best way to get 
along with them is to leave them severely 
alone. There are few of this class who 
do not meet violent deaths, because the or- 
dinary man won't take chances with them 
in a fight with no other weapons than his 
hands. 

“Jouring my stay in the East I knew 
most of the noted rough-and-tumble fight- 
ers of the time, and tnere have been rew 
boxers who could have won from them at 
their style of fighting. You see, to be a 
successful fighter of this description you 
must be willing to violate all accepted 
rules of fairness, able to stand an enor- 
mous amount of punishment and practice 
great cruelty. I have seen exhibitions of 
gameness that would turn a bulldog green 
with envy, and, too, I have seen acts so 
bruta! that that same bulldog would blush 
for shame. 

“Just now I recollect Jim Hughes of New 
who was the gamest, but the most 
l ever knew.

Kentucky—Cool, showery weather was 
very favorable for plowing er win- 
ter wheat; tobacce about all ho 4° cur- 
ing nicely, and in most places ts of better 
quality than was expected; corn cutting has 
progressed well and about three-fourths of 

r- is in shock; pastures are improving. 

Illinots—Favorable week for all work; good 
rains put ground in excellent condition for 
plowing; corn safe from frost; much of it 
cut; pastures excellent; good prospects for 
fall feed; some seeding done; less than usual 
acreage promised; apples droppi and av- 
erage prospects very poor, though fair yield 
in a few localities. 

Indiana—Light frost in morthern portion, 
where local rains improved wheat ground; 
sowing begun In few localities; acreage 
much reduced; increased ac e of ” 
has been sown; corn is nearly all in shoc 
ready for crinbing; yield promises to be 
large; good crop of tobacco housed safely; 
clover seed yield small; few apples. 

Ilowa—No damage to corn by frost; rains 
retarded threshing, but improved pastures 
and facilitated fall plowing, which is weil 
advanced, except in southeastern portion, 
where ground has been too dry; harvest- 
ing of potatoes, clover and second wild 
hay crop is in progress; with favorable 
coneimnne corn gathering will begin next 
week. 

Nebraska—Cool, dry week; corn matured; 
excellent week for plowing and née; 
much winter wheat up ane Pe nicely; 
pastuees exceptionally good for this time 
of vear. 

Kansas—Corn nearly ready to husk in 
northern portion, and its being cribbed or 
marketed in the southern section; wheat- 
sowing general; first sown coming up and 
showing good stand; ground tn fine condi- 
tion; apple crop, remaining on trees, im- 
proving; apple crop in Sedgwick County 
better than previously reported. 

Oklahoma and Indian territories—Heav 
rains caused some damage to wd ee 
retarded farm work: plowing and ing 
being pushed, and sown wheat up, with a 
good stand; cotton being rapidly marketed; 
corn husking progressing; pa and 
late vegetables greatly benefited by rains; 
stock in good condition. 


CROPS IN MISSOURI. 


Corn Somewhat Damaged by Rain— 
Fall Seeding Begun. ~ 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 26.—United States 
Department of Agriculture, Missouri sec- 
tion, climate and crop service, in co-opera- 
tion with the University of the State of 
Missouri, has issued the following weekly 
crop bulletin: 

The past week averaged slightly cooler 
than usual throughout the state, the de- 
ficiency in temperature being most marked 
in the western sections, where it ranged 
from 3 to 4 degrees per day. Light frosts 
occurred itn portions of the northern sec- 
tions on the I7th, but did little or no dam- 
age. The precipitation of the week ex- 
ceeded 1 inch over many of the central 
and western counties, and good rains have 
fallen in portions of the eastern sections, 
bt in a number of the eastern and a few of 
the northern counties the rainfall was too 
lixht to be of any nefit. In a number 
of the southeastern and a few of the north- 
ern counties the ground continues too hard 
and dry ‘or plowing or seeding, and little 
progress has been made with that work, 
while tn a few of the extreme southweste 
counties frequent rains have prevent 
work and made the soll too wet. Over t 
greater portion of the state, however, t 
soil Is tn fair to good condition. 

Wheat sowing is in progress, and in some 
of the western counties is nearly completed. 
Some varlv sown wheat is up and looking 
well. In a few of the central and easte 
counties seeding will be delayed to a 
injury by fly. 

in portions of the southern sections there 
is constierable complaint that corn is 
rotting badly as a result of wet weather, 
especially In those localities where it Was 
blown cown by high winds, but In sec-

13 years old, an orphan and as innocent in 
appearance as a babe, Maggie May Kinney 


is in jail here charged with arson and today | 


another charge of attempted poisoning will 
be preferred against her. 

The child has confessed that she set fire 
to the children’s temporary home in Wilk- 
insburg, a FPittsburg suburb, -yesterday 
morning. The orphanage was destroyed and 
many. children almost suffocated. 

On Sunday evening she emptied kerosene 
oil and ammonia in a great tank of coffee 
and sickened the entire orphanage. 

It has been learned that before being 
placed in the home the child killed a boy in 
Lycoming County, Pa., by hitting him on 
the head with a stone. 

At 6 a. m. the Children’s Home was dis- 
covered to be on fire and two hours later 
was a mass of ruins. Eighteen children, 
ranging in age from 8 months to 15 years, 
were sleeping on the. third floor. Many of 
them had not recovered from the dose given 
them in their coffee last Saturday 
The babes were all lowered through the 
windows. Not piece of clothing was 
saved.

unconscious, 


firemen broke into 
Maggie Kinney 
full dressed, lying at the head of the 
stairs. She had with her a bundle of 
clothing and was evidently making her es- 
cape when overcome by the smoke. This 
evening she was arrested and confessed to 
having set fire to the place in order to 
cover her own escape. 

The child had been taken from the home 
some weeks ago by John Miller of Mead- 
ville, Pa... but on last Thursday she was 
returned by Milier, who said she was in- 
corrigible.
